Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
said Friday night thet he sees 
the separation ot forces agreement 
with Syria, if signed, not as a 
stage towards a further develop- 
ment but as an agreement in 
itself. 

The outgoing Defence Minister, 
who was being interviewed on Israel 
TV, did not know whether the Sy- 
rians would keep their part of the 
bargain. But the lack of such an 
agreement would weaken the ar- 
rangement with Egypt, he said, and 
its signing might eventually produce 
better results than 'the Syrians them- 
selves hoped for. 


"Noting that there was far less 
room for geographical bargaining 
with the Syrians than with the 
Bgyptians, Mr. Dayan doubted 
whether Israel could come to any 
subsequent agreement with Damas- 
cus. The Syrians would then want 
things Israel would not agree to, 
he said, and recommended that the 
impending agreement be seen as 
one that did not entail a further 
step.
